KEDUCTiOBT WORKS CASE. 


Decision of Judge Bigelow In the Wate 


Suit Between the Reduction "Work 


and the State.

From.the pleadings and evidence in this 


case, it appears that in ths Fall of 1886 
after obtaining the right to do BO from the 
owners ol the land on each side of thi 
stream, the plaintiff erected a dam across 
the north branch of the Truoltee river to: 
the purpose of creating a water power with 
which to operate milling and redaction 
works near the town of Beno, 
These 


works were completed in dae time and 
operated by means of this power up to 
March 14, 1890, when the; were destroyed 
by Ore.. 


While they were in such operation in 


October, 1637, the defendants, acting as 
the Board of Commissioners for the care o 
the Insane of the tatate of Nevada, for the 
purpose of obtaining a water power witb 
which to operate machinery at the Insane 
Asylum, ran a cut into the opposite side o 
the pond created by this dam about sixteen 
inches below the level ef the dam, and 
thereby propose to diveit from the pond 
from eight to twenty cubic feet of wttte 
per second. 


As the Sam raises the water about four 


feet above its ordinary level, it will be read 
ily seen that if the dam was not there 
no water would flow into this out except in 
times of very high water. 
There is usu 


ally more water Sowing over the crest o 
the dam than the amount so taken by tht 
defendants. The dam backs ths water uj 
for a distance of about three hundred 
feet. 


The level of the top ot the plaintiff's 


ditch is some twenty inches higher than 
the crest of the dam, and it is consequent!} 
necessary, in order to fill the ditch, thai 
ths surface of the water should stand abom 
twenty inches higher than the dam. Whet 
there is twenty inches or more of watei 
passing over the dam, it is, of course, high 
enough to do this, and when there is not, 
the necessary height is obtained by placing 
a flash-board on the top of the dam. 


Ttie question for determination is, 


whether the defendants have the right to 
maintain this cut, and to take this water 
from the pond created by the dam. The 
defendants contend that they have, for the 
reason that there is usually more than that 
amount of water flowing through the pone 
and over the dam. That this is surplus 
water to which the plaintiff has no right, 
and that they have the same right to take- 
this surplus from the pond, that anyone 
has to take it at any point on the river 
above, or even from Lake Tahoe, the 
river's source. 


On the other hand, the plaintiff contends 


that using the water for the purpose oi 
raising the surface of the pond so that its 
ditch can be filled, is an appropriation oi 
the water that flows over the dam, as much 
na of that which passes through the ditch; 
and secondly, that after the water flows 
into the pond, and its natural level is 
changed by means of the dam, it becomes 
the private property of the plaintiff, and, 
so long as it remains in this reservoir, not 
subject to the appropriation, of another 
person. 


First—Under the laws governing the ap 


propriation of running water, no one has 
the right to have any more water flow down 
to him than he has actual, beneficial use 
for. 
la c>ise the water is claimed for irri 


gatioo, the firot appropriator can only hold 
the amount he needs to properly atid eco- 
nomically irrigate his lands. 
If to turn 


machinery, only the amount needed to 
produce the power required. The evidence 
shows that so far the plaintiff has only used 
in operating its works about eighty-one 
cubic feet of water per second. This is 
the fall amount that can be nsed in the 
wheel now in place. This, then, is the 
largest amount, which, nuder the condi- 
tions so far existing, it has the right to 
have flow down to its pond; and only to 
this extent, when it has use for it. Should 
it hereafter increase the capacity of its 
works, it may then become necessary, in 
some other case to determine whether, 
under the doctrine of relation, it has the 
right to any more; bat this need not bs 
considered now. 


If, by reason of the clam being lower 


than the ditoh, the plaintiff cannot get the 
quantity of water into its ditch which it 
requires, although it is running in the 
river and flowing into Us pond, then I 
bilieve it will be required to make such 
alterations in its works as will enable it to 
bj taken into the ditch. It cannot be, that 
the construction of a ditch upon a level 
that can only be -filled when the whole 
volume of water is flowing m the river, is 
aa appropriation of all the water flowing 
therein. Water ia too scarce, and too pre- 
cious, in thi) arid climate, for such a 
doctrine to prevail. 


Second—But, although the foregoing 


may be considered the law, so far as appli- 
cable to this case, I do not view it as de- 
cisive of the questions involved here. The 
plaintiff, by the expenditure of money and 
labor, has created a water-power. By 
means of a dam, it Las raised the water 
above its natural level, and this lifting or 
raising has, to iome extent, changed its 
character. It his now bacome an efficient 
•gent, under the control and direction of 
man, for propelling mwmuwry, Tito fall ] 


and momentum of the water so raised, 
creates this power. And it is after its 
character has been so essentially changed 
through the outlay of the plaintiff, that th» 
defendants seek to divert it, and apply it to 
their own use and benefit. 
* 


The perplexity which arises in the mind 


in endeavoring to arrive at a just solution 
of the rights of these parties, comes, it 
seems to me, largely from the fact that the 
plaintiff has utilized the bed of the stream 
for a reservoir in which to store this power, 
instead of placing it elsewhere. And yet 
this, of itself, cannot possibly make any 
difference. The plaintiff hes legally ac- 
quired the light to build the dam and 
create the pond where it is, from the 
owners of the land on each side of the 
river. Its existence here is no injury to 
the defendants, 
the State, nor anyone 


else. Even under the strictest rule of 
riparian ownership, the owner had the 
right to utilize the water-power upon his 
o'wn 
land, so long as be injured no one 


else. 


This dam has created a reservoir in the 


bed of the stream, which belongs to the 
plaintiff. 
After the water enters here, and 


before it escapes again, why does this not, 
also, belong to the plaintiff? Suppose the 
reservoir was at a distance from the river, 
and the water either taken there by a ditoh 
or forced up by pumping machinery, would 
it be contended that anyone else coald tap 
this reservoir at its highest level and lead 
water away for his own uss, regardless of 
the wishes of the owner? I think not. 


The plaintiff would have nq right to have 


ony more water flow to its pumping zna- 
ahinery, or to the head of its ditob, than it 
bad use for, and after it escaped from the 
reservoir, anyone else could appropriate 
and usa it. Bat while it was actually in 
the reservoir, it seems to me it would be 
the plaintiff's property, as much as though 
it was in a pail or a barrel. 


Air and eleotrioity pervade the whole 


earth, and belong to no one. And yet man 
may create power by storing electricity or 
jompressing air. Before it is stored or 
aompressed, anyone may capture and use 
is much as he pleases. 
After it escapes 


tgain, it is no man's property. But while 
ictually within his storage or compressing 
reservoir it constitutes a new force. It has 
undergone changes, which make it belong 
absolutely to him who stores it as much as 
wino in a vat or water in a cistern. Why 
should water stored as power, be governed 
by any different rule from air orelectrieity? 


While in the reservoir, its natural condi- 


tion has also been changed. By the ex- 
penditure of money and labor, it has beon 
lifted above its natural lave!, and this lift- 
ing, like storing electricity or compressing 
air, makes it valuable as a new forco, with 
which to propel machinery. Although there 
is more of this power than "tile plaintiff 
has, so far, had use for, still why should it 
be any different from the case where a per- 
son has more money or more land than he 
has use for? It is still his, and until he 
abandons it, or in some legal manner 
loses his right to it, no one may take it 
from bin}, 


,Nor can the fact that the water has been 


so lifted by means of a dam, make it any 
different, upon principle, from what it 
woald be if railed by a pump or a ditoh. 
By artificial means, applied by the pliiiat- 
iff, the natural Condition has been changed 
in either case; and this change constitutes 
its title. 


At this new level the defendants seek to 


diveit it; and under circumstances where, 
if it wt>( not for the change wrought by plaint- 
iff, it could not be taken into their con- 
duits; where, if it was not for the plaintiff's 
dam, 
they would be compelled to build a 


similar one of their own. They contend, 
too, for the right to do this without shar- 
ing any portion of the cost of the dam, or 
maintaining it in repair. The destruction 
of the works by fire can make no difference. 
The dam and the water power created by it 
are still there, and are still the plaintiff's 
property, It is still of great value, either 
to operate new reduation works, or another 
lind of a manufactory. 
The fact that 


plaintiff has lost a portion of its prop- 


erty by fire, cannot authorize anyone else, 
without its consent, to take what it has 
left. 


Under the principles governing the op- 


jropriation of running water, the plaintiff 
ias a right to no more water than will cre- 
ate the power which it needs. Bat if the 
water is allowed to flow down to the dam 
and the power is actually created, then it 
38comes private property and belongs to 
he person so creatiag it, no matter whether 
te has usa for it or not. 
And aguu, as 


soon as the water has passed the creat of 
he dam, although still above its natural 
evel, if others can there capture and use 
t, they undoubtedly have the right to do 
o; but this is upon the principle that the 
>Iaintiff has then abandoned it, and like 
any other abandoned property, it issnbject 
o a new appropriation. 
It is one of the 


undamental principles of justice, that 
where by enterprise and industry, without 
n any manner injuring or interfering with 
.notber, one creates property wbicu did 
not before exist, this property should be- 
ong to him. 
This the plaintiff has done 


here. This water-power is valuable prop- 
rty. 
Valuable, either for the plaintiff's 


wn use, or for sals to others. Why shou'd 
; not belong to its maker, as well as any- 
aing else? If it does not, then at a great 
utlny one may build a dam witb which to 
perate a mill, and if at any season of the 
ear this dam raises more* water than he 
eeds, that is, creates more power than he 
eeds, another may appropriate this power 
o run another mill, without sharing auy of 
is outlay or expenses of the first, and 
hereby be will have provided for the very 
lompetition which may destroy his own 
nterprise. In this case, if the defendants 
may 
take this 
power to ran ma- 


chinery at the Insane Asylum, -they 
may take it to run a quartz mill or re- 
duction works, should they see fit to con- 
struct them. This cannot be the law. Nor 
can I think that the fact of the plaintiff 
having no present use for this power, cuts 
auy figure here. The defendants claim 
the right to direct the water, as above 
stated, and upon this point the language of 
the Court in Brown 2, Ashley 16 Nevada 
311, seems squarely in point. la deciding 
that case Judge Hawley says: (page 315) 
"But it is eqnally well settled by the au- 
thorities, that where the act complained of 
is committed by the defendant, under a 
claim of right, which if allowed to continue 
for a certain length of time, would ripen 
into an adverse right and deprive the 
plaintiff of his property, the plaintiff is 
not only entitled to an action for the vin- 
dication of his right, but also for its pres- 
ervation. This is especially true of actions 
for the diversion of water where there is, 
as in the present case, a clear violation of 
an established right, and a threatened con- 
tinuance of such violation. In such cases 
it is not necessary to show actual damages, 
or a present use of the water, in order to 
authorize a Coutt to issue an injanctiou, 
and make it perpetual." 


In support of this principle ho cites a 


large number of authorities. 


My conclusion is, therefore, that the 


dam and the water power created thereby, 
are the private property of the plaintiff, 
and that for its protection, the plaintiff is 
entitled to the decree prayed for in its com- 
plaint,
